DISAPPOINTING CENSUS 


The number of people counted 
in Upland by the census-takers 
was disappointing to every per- 
son in this community except 
one. 

Donald Gibson is the only 
person pleased with the results. 
He has The Upland News’ $25 
to please him. To the many 
scores of others who submitted 
an estimate in The News’ con- 
test last week, to the city of- 
ficlals and to the Upland cham- 
ber of commerce boosters, the 
figure is disappointing. 

The city will gain financially 
with this improved census fig- 
ure but the increase in Upland’s 
share of state gasoline tax 
funds will not be as much as 
expected. 

In 1953, ‘the official census 
figure was 11,104, this being an 
increase of 2,000 in three years. 
In the three years since then, 
however, the population gain 
has been only 1,538. 

When all of the new houses 
now unoccupied and when the 
new ones now being built are 
occupied, the population will be 
greater by another 1,000. 

Today’s unofficial Upland pop- 
ulation is 12,639.

This city’s population is today 
in the tentative census bureau 
files at 12,639. 

Mr. Gibson missed this total 
by only 36. His estimate was 
12,675. 

MANY ESTIMATES 


Many scores of estimates on 
the population were filed with 
The News, although Mr. Gibson 
had keen competition in the close 
estimate. Twenty other persons 
filed estimates within the 12,000 
population bracket. Highest es- 
timate was more than 21,000, and 
many persons put the population 
figure in the 15,000 and 16,000 
brackets. 


Mr. Gibson, who has lived here 
since 1942 and is a brother of 
Ernest Gibson, attributes his suc- 
cess to some close figuring and 
an analysis of the families com- 
ing into Upland. 

ANALYZED GROWTH 


“T read the article in ‘The 
News’’ and saw that the growth 
between 1950 and 1952 was 2,000 
people’, he said. ‘‘I travel the 
roads of Upland constantly and 
I know that in a majority of the 
better homes are retired people.

It is 
incidental that all three of the 
judges, of which I was one, rated 
the three top winners in the same 
order.

I thought 
I could pick the best pie with 
something of the same methods 
I use when I go to an art show. 
Once around quickly and then a 
slow retrospective round.

Of eourse I’ll still make them, 
also:on. occasion and so the con- 
test was. not without value. 

For; those who are interested, 
one of the top three had a new 
wrinkle in pastry making. Her 
pastry, very dry, was put on a 
sheet of waxed paper, the edges 
gathered together and she gently 
worked it to the sufficient con- 
sistency for rolling. To me also 
it was new to take the pie out of 
the; oven, cover the edges with 
aluminum foil in order to have 
a browner center lattice. The 
cherries were drained, the juice 
thickened, mostly with corn- 
starch with sugar added. It was 
cooled before the cherries were 
added. The other two judges 
thought the addition of cherry 
extract gave the best taste I 
disagreed. Some added lemon 
juice-and almond extract or both 
and nearly all added red food 
color. 

The pies couldn’t have been 
better., They were as good as 
mother used to make with fresh 
sour, pie. cherries from the tree 
which grew in our backyard.

Upland taxpayers will be re- 
quired to pay a slightly higher 
interest rate on its $800,000 sewer 
bonds than Ontario, according to 





sales of the bonds for the two 
cities, 

Security-First National bank of 
Los Angeles was the low bidder 
to purchase Upltnd bonds at the 
council meeting Thursday night. 
The interest rate is 4.069 #per- 
cent. The same financial firm 
bought Ontario’s $750,000 sewer 
bonds earlier at a rate of 3.796 
per cent. Officials were unable 
to explain the slightly higher 
rate for Upland’s bonds. 

Three bids were opened and 
a committee of City Treasurer 
John B. Atwood, City Council- 
man Robert Thrall and Upland 
Bank President Allan S. Barr 
were appointed to analyze the 
estimates. Within half an hour, 
Mr. Atwood reported to the coun- 
cil their findings. 

Money from sale of the bonds 
will be used to pay cost of in- 
stalling the city’s expanded sew- 
er system ‘and installation of the 
new sewer line on Grove* Ave. 
which will connect with the On- 
tario-Upland sewerage disposal 
plant.

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Deliberation Suggested In 
Adopting Big Zoning Proposal 


Difference of opinion prevails over the proposed Upland 
city zoning ordinance. 


Most of the objections have been expressed by local 
realtors, who have carefully analyzed the proposal in the light 
of development possibilities and the restrictions imposed in 
the proposal. 


Objections have also come from owners of land in the 
area from San Antonio to Benson Aves. between the Santa Fe 
and the Pacific Electric right-of-ways. This area would be zon- 
ed for highly specialized industrial firms with restrictions in- 
VYoked on building and lot improvements. 


Some of the owners of this land would apparently like 
to sell it on the open market, rather than be required to hold 
it until there was enough demand from industrialitts. Once 
the area is zoned for this use, it cannot be used for anything 


else. 


. Suffice it so say, the proposal is restrictive with almost 
every phase of municipal development involved. Out of con- 
ferences with realtors, land owners and the general public will 
Surely come a proposal that is best for the community. 


We suggest deliberation in the proceedings. 


It is true, the proposal has been a long time in the mak- 
ing and that there should be no time lost in its adoption. 


The fact remains, however, the general public has had 
only a few weeks in which to study the proposal. While the 
commission members and Planning Consultant Simon Eisner 
know more about the planning needs of the community than 
any other group of citizens, the fact remains the zoning pro- 
posal very directly affects every owner of Upland property. 


‘Therefore, the ordinance should not be rushed through 
the proceedings. Dec. 27 is the date for the next commission 
meeting at which time persons will have an opportunity to 
express their views. When the commission approves the pro- 
posal it will go to the city ‘council for another public hearing. 


The time for charges, however, is before it gets to the 
city council. Since the planning commission members have 
studied the proposal so thoroughly, this group should get the 
document in a form as nearly acceptable as possible.
